We, your grand jury, impaneled on 
May 28. 1934, beg leave to render this 
report and be discharged. 
We have spent l l days diligently 
inquiring into such matters as Judge 
Carter advised as our duty. We have 
examined a I suit 300 witnesses, and 
have diligently labored to find out 
the transgressors of the law. 
We have found 141 indictments for 
felony and I case in misdemeanor. 
We find that the officers of Wise 
county have been so diligent in their 
inquiry of violations of the law that 
we wee only required to investigate 
the felonies. 
We find all of the of­ 
ficers have been very diligent in their 
search and inquiry as to major vio­ 
lations. 
We want to commend the officers 
for the wonderful record they have 
made in apprehending thieves that 
pursue the course of robbing rail- 
roads. 
As all over the country the liquor 
violation laws are paid little heed. 
But in our county we find the officers 
are doing more than expected of them 
in enforcing the liquor laws. 
We desire especially to commend 
to our citizens the services of Jen­ 
nings Brown and his most efficient 
deputy, Arnold 
Davenport, in their 
services rendered not only to this

Our appointees have diligently per­ 
formed their services which Judge 
Carter informed the grand jury was 
the duty of such.

Here is presented the upshot of a meeting 
of farmers and business men held in Decatur- 
early in the week: 


The present drouth is prevalent in most 
of the United States. There promises to be 
more or less of a feed shortage everywhere. 
Feed prices are already mounting. 


To date the drouth has been destructively 
severe in Wise County, on corn mainly, but 
also on pastures, meadows, gardens and truck 
patches. What can be done? 


Enough rain any time within a month 
may pave the way to planting and growing an 
immense store of feed and food crops before 
frost. 
If all hands fall to and plant every 
available acre the old county should then be 
proud of herself. 


Practical fanners urge the cutting and 
shocking of the early planted corn, all that 
promises to fail. Save this much to feed as 
fodder. 
They say it makes excellent 
feed 
itself. With this out of the way seed the mid­ 
dles to row or head crops, Sorghum Grains. 
This has been known to mature and make 
abundant feed planted up to August I. Get 
the ground ready now. Don’t wait. Get the 
seed also to hedge against a possible shortage 
when you need it. Some fanners will drill in 
the seed before the early corn is cut off so it 
will be there for instant sprouting when and 
if rains come. Others will seed stubble land 
dry as the ground is now. They don t want to 
delay and take chances. Grain sorghum vari­ 
eties recommended: 
Hegari, Dwarf Milo 
Maize, Black Hull Eat fir, Feterita, Ajax, Chil- 
tex, Darso. Any of the first six of these may 
be entered in a five acre contest now offered 
as to yield and quality per acre, $35.00 first 
prize, $15.00 second. 


PLANT A FALL GARDEN: 
Canning kitchens are being set up at De­ 
catur and Alvord for use of the county. At 
Decatur the plant will be up by next week. 
Equipment for canning, all the labor and the 
cans will be supplied by the cannery. Bring 
your vegetables, pay something like one half 
as toll and take the remainder home canned 
for your own use. 
Plant vegetables at the 
proper time for the canneries. Enquire of the 
County Home Demonstration Agent for bulle­ 
tins on late and fall gardens and on meats to 
be canned in the fall. 


A CHALLENGE TO THRIFT, INDUSTRY 
ANI) SELF-RESPECT OF WISE COUNTY 
PEOPLE: 
Abroad Wise County has gained a repu­ 
tation for taking care of itself in an emergen­ 
cy. Let us see if that is true. A l-eal emergen­ 
cy is at hand. If all hands fall too and plant 
every available acre we can work our way out 
of what threatens to be a hole. 
If it rains 
enough any time in the next few weeks it will 
be immensely worth trying.
